Captain Howell Foreman,

Written in a dugout on the front line 
trench, two letters have been received 
in Atlanta from Captain Howell Fore- 


man, of the 328th infantry, 82d division,

Describing what he saw while stand- 
ing one night between the hostile lines, 
Captain Foreman says: 

“From horizon to horizon the black 
tling shell .of screaming shrapnel. 
Overhead, too, the distant whizz of the 
allied planes, which are complete mas- 
ters of the air at this point, came and 
went. Fritz's spotlights were search- 
ing the heavens for the planes, which 
occasionally poured streams of blazing 
fire into his trenches. Far behind his 
lines a giant bonfire danced; a dump 
has been exploded. 

“We three stood in the center of all 
this, bound on all sides by weapons of 
death. We stood on a simple green | 
meadow, ploughed by shells and sowed | 
with wire, but only an old meadow | 
still—with briars and bogs and weeds 
and frogs.”’ 

Captain Foreman, at the time these 
letters were written, was spending four 
days with British forces in the front 
line trenches on an observation tour. 
He refers to other Atlantans who are 
now officers 'with the 82d division, the 
division that was trained here at Camp 
Gordon.

‘would be much more favorably received 
than would a special tax levy for the 
purpose of making the necessary im- 
provements. 

“T have not as yet fully determined 
as to just what recommendations I shall 
make to council, but I fully realize that 
we cannot afford to lose any time or 
fail to make any sacrifices necessary in 
order to place the waterworks in a con- 
dition which will absolutely insure our 
people the possibility of a wa- 
ter famine or a supply of water, which 
is not of the purest and best character. 

“Our citizens may rest assured that 
the governing authorities will find 
some means. whereby the water supply 
will be protected without needless de- 
lay. I wish to add that the water now 
deing supplied is of the best quality 
and can be used without the least ae 
prehension of danger.”

London, July 11.—Japan’s report- 
ed decision refusing to intervene in 
Siberia, is authoritatively denied, 
according to advices from Tokio un- 
der date of July 2. It is added that 
the attitude of Japan is unchanged 
arid that the feeling in unofficial 
circles there is almost unanimous 
that it is umnecessary to send 
troops to Siberia at present. 


New York, July 11.—(By Associated 
Press. From European Cables of the 
Day.)——Bolshevik forces have engaged 
in battles with the Czecho-Slovaks in 
European Russia, and an official state- 
ment issued at Moscow claims that vic- 
tories haye been won at various points. 
The fighting appears to have been 
hardest in the region to the east and 
southeast of Petrograd, which may in- 
dicate that the Czecho-Slovaks have 
advanced from the Urals, where they 
have been Nr er active for some 


weeks. ' 


Czecho- Slovaks are in virtual control 
of All of western Siberia. Over vast 
stretches’ of this country they have, 
triumphed over the Bolsheviki. . The 
overthrow of the Bolsheviki at Irkutsk 
has been confirmed.” 

Bolsheviki Victorious. 

London, July 11.—Bolshevik forces 
have taken the offensive against the 
Czecho-Slovak army in the Volga re- 
gion and the government troops have 
won a great success, says a Russian of- 
icial statement received here by wire- 
less today from Moscow. The Czecho- 
Slovaks in Siberia also are reported to 
be retreating before a counter-offen- 
sive of the Russian Bolshevik. 

The communication which was sent 
by the department of military opera- 
tions of the people's commissariat of! 
war, reads: 

“July 9—Czecho-Slovak Front: After 
preparations for an offensive our troops 
have reached a great success. Almost 
without loss we toow Syzran (70 miles 
south of Simbirsk) and Buguima (130 
miles northwest of Ufa). The Czecho- 
Slovaks and White Guards fled in dis- 
order in the direction of Samara. We 
are reaching Stavropol (in Cisecau- 
casia), Yaroslav (160 miles northeast of 
Moscow) and Rybinsk (52 miles north- 
west of Yaroslav). 45 

“an armed train has violently 
shelled towns occupied by the White 
Guards, who are fleeing in a panic 
over the River Volga.

Washington, July 11.—Adoption to- 
morrow by the senate of the house res- 
olution empowering the president to 
acquire telegraph, telephone, cable and 
radio systems, and a summer vacation 
for congress, with national war-time 
prohibition postponed until after the 
recess, was the program framed today 
by congressional leaders. 

Senate debate on the administratior® 
wire ‘control resolution was begun to- 
day after the $11,000,000. emergency 
agricultural appropriation bill with its 
prohibition amendment had been laid 
aside temporarily. With a vote ex- 
pected tomorrow or not later than 
Saturday and approval of the resolu- 
tion without amendment almost uni- 
versally conceded, leaders of the sen- 
ate and house renewed negotiations to 
postpone the prohibition issue and 
carry out original plans for a recess 
or adjournment until about August 12. 

Prohibition advocates assented. to 
temporary displacement of the agricul- 
tural measure because the wire control 
resolution is regarded by the adminia- 
tration as an urgent war necessity. 
The agricultural bill, however, was 
kept in position to be called up imme- 
diately after disposal of the wire leg- 
islation, either before or after a re- 
If prohibition managers finally 
insist on immediate disposition of the 
prohibition legislation, leaders be- 
lieved a vote might be reached early 
next week and congress then start on

talion commander, while I am as- 
signed to a British captain. We 
are here for four days, of which 
now only a few hours are left. 

My trip to the trenches and first 
view of the battlefront were things 
far too thrilling to describe. 0 
set out in twilight road. Trans- 
ports, ambulances and horses rat- 
led to the rear on the opposite side 
of the road, while we tramped 
along slowly—for the men were 
heavily loaded—to the front. As 
we came within about two miles of 
the line we halted and rested until 
the evening darkened, then up and 
over the crest of a hill torn by 
shrapnel, and I came into full view 
of the two lines. 

At first the sight struck me like 
a harbor at night. Red and green 
lights interspersed with golden 
flares and white rockets spouted 
light along the entire-German line. 
Fritz is fond of this illumination, 
which is haraly used at all by us. 
The only light on our side is the 
flash of the guns or a signal lamp. 
Beyond the crest of a distant hil 
the red burst of our shrapnel 
broke the blackness of the night. 
The noise is the noise of a thun- 
derstorm. Booming and roaring, 
our big guns bark on either side 
with an occasional field battery 
bursting out uncomfortably near. 
Each burst is followed by long, 
weird, windy whistles as the shell 
acreams its way across the sky. 


FRITZ 
REPLIES. 


Fritz replies without delay. The 
whistle and scattering burst of his 
shrapnel caused us to take a com- 
munication trench, abandoning the 
road, and we went down into the 
line. The company I was in then 
relieved another company which 


went to the rear for rest. 


On asking the next morning—I 
had slept very little in our dugout 
Il looked out across what might 
have been the most peaceful of val- 
leys. Green corn and clover spread 
under a glorious blue summer haze, 
all around us, rolling away into 
misty little valleys and over the 
hills dotted with red poppies. In 
the early dawn one was tempted to 
walk across the fresh, dew-damp 
grass—until Fritz began to strafe. 
I walked out several times with 
the British captain to examine our 
wire and to inspect machine gun 
pits camouflaged in front of our 
‘line. We found no difficulty in 
walking about. This morning, 
however, as we were looking over 
Fritz's lines, through field glasses, 
one of his snipers spied us and we 
ducked as the bullet whistled over- 
head. I guess we won't look out 
again until dark. 

Lancaster, my first sergeant, 

“went out on a patrol into No 
Man's Land last night. He came 
back safely, and now has a lot to 
talk about. 

Hollis Lanier is in a sector near 
ours, so one of the soldiers in the 
regiment tells me. I have not been 
able to locate Hollis, nor does any 
one seem to know whether Clark 
is here.

REMOVE THE OBSTACLE 
IN THE WAY OF PROGRESS. 
Undoubtedly the dismal result of last 
Wednesday’s bond election—held, by a good 
stroke of fortune, while the general assembly 
was in session—will serve as an object les- 


— 


son ‘to every member of the legislature as 
proving the utter futility and the preposter- 
ous inadequacy of the law which made such 
a result possible. 

It should focus the attention of the legis- 
lature upon the fact that, not Atlanta alone, 
but every city, town and county in Georgia 
is being hamstrung and impeded in its de- 
velopment by this ridiculous constitutional 
provision; that, so far as community, devel- 
opment under its restrictions is concerned, 
GEORGIA HAS REACHED AN IMPASSE; 
that so long as that provision stands as law 
it will be utterly impossible for Georgia or 
any Georgia community to make advance- 
ment along lines of modern-day progress 

such as other states and other communities 
are permitted to make, or to enjoy that de- 
gree of freedom and of mastery over their 
own affairs that other states and other com- 
munities enjoy! 7 

Without the object lesson of Wednesday’s 
election, the state senate saw the serious- 
ness of this legal handicap, and took steps 
to remove it by passing a bill to submit to 
the people a remedial amendment to the 
constitution; and now, after what they have 
just witnessed, it is unthinkable that the 
members of the house will refrain from car- 
rying out the work so splendidly begun by 
the senate. 

Regardless of the fact that only a very 
few straggling votes were cast against it, 
the bond issue proposal—one of the most 
vitally urgent and important measures ever 
put to a vote in Atlanta—was defeated. 

The most important item anticipated by 
the proposal, that of repairs for the water 
system, was favored by 8,757 voters. Only 
128 votes were cast against it. Yet it was 
defeated because the number of votes cast 
in its favor did not amount to two-thirds of 
the votes that would have been cast had 
every registered voter voted. 

There never was a proposal of any sort 
voted upon in Atlanta which had a more 
nearly unanimous sentiment in fits favor: 

: : _ yet it lost! 

It lost, not because of opposition to it 
for there was practically none. It lost sim- 
ply because the election registrants who 
have died, or moved away from Atlanta, or 
joined the army, or who had not enough in- 
terest in Atlanta or enough enterprise to go 
to the polls, were sufficiently numerous to 
nullify the affirmative will of the voters. 


I other words, it was lost by default: it 
was killed by absentees! 

And it was all due to the constitutional 
millstone that is hanging to Georgia and 
holding back the progress and the develop- 
‘ment of every county, city and town in the 
state. 

When that provision was written into 


the constitution by the fathers it may have 


been meritorious. It was desis ned to fit the 


day and the times. 
wen it was written Georgia was sparsely 


entered largely into an election; it was pos- 


sible then to reach practically every voter 


‘personally, and, because there was little 
moving about among the people, practically 


every voter had an opportunity to vote. 
But a highway law, let us say, that was 
adequate when our constitution was framed 


would be of little worth in this day of mod- | 
ern methods of road-building and vehicular | 


transportation. 
So it is with this archaic and obsolete 
bond-election restriction. Hamlets of the 


"70's are cities now; and the personal equa- 


tion feature in elections has largely disap- 
peared. The demands of modern business 
methods are such that a business man here 
today may be hundreds of miles from here 
tomorrow; and there is so much shifting of 
population constantly going on that between 
the. closing of the last general election reg- 
istration books and the day of a special 
bond election registrants might have moved 
away in sufficient numbers to absolutely 
defeat the will of the majority—two-thirds 
majority, at that—of those who remain and 
actually vote! 

Just now, for instance, something like 
1,500 election registrants of Atlanta are 


serving in uniform, either in this country or 


in France; and in the tabulation of the vote 
in last Wednesday’s bond election all of this 
class who were registered counted adversely 
to the bond proposal the same as though 
they had been at home and had voted 
against it! : 

Also there were large numbers of regis- 

trants, both white and black, who might 
have voted but who did not go near the 
polls, so little did they sense the importance 
of the issue at stake. And every one of 
them amounted to a vote against the bond 
proposal! 
* Deplorable as it is that the issue was 
defeated, its defeat may prove beneficial in 
the end, because it presents such an irrefu- 
table, convincing object-lesson of the law’s 
utter and abject inadequacy and absurdity 
that surely the state legislature now in ses- 
sion—having viewed at close range the 
whole proceedings, affd realizing that what 
happened in Atlanta was the fault of a prin- 
ciple that is likewise holding back every 
other community in the state—surely the 
legislature now will take the steps in the 
direction of the remedy, which clearly is to 
so modify the bond election law as to permit 
a decision to be rendered not by two-thirds 
of the registration, but by two-thirds of 
those voting. ; ; 

The senate, with only one dissenting 
vote—and without the appeal of the object 
lesson afforded by our local election of Wed- 
nesday—has taken the initiatory step toward 
such modification. And now it is earnestly 
to be hoped that the house, in light of all 
reason and especially in light of what has 
just taken place under its own eyes, will 
lose no time in following the senate’s lead 
in acting to free Georgia from the oppres- 
sion of this archaic law. 


MAYOR-ELECT KEY.

In the primary election Wednesday he 
received almost enough votes to nominate 
him, and his nearest competitor, Edward H. 
Inman, has withdrawn from the contest, 
thus sparing Atlanta the suspense, turmoil 
and expense of another election to decide 
the issue between them.

One raw, December day, in 1914, an Amer- 
ican gentleman, widely known aa traveler 
and correspondent, who was in a hospital 

in London recovering 

from his wound, was 

startled by the appear- 

ance of an old Belgian 

priest and a young Bel- 

gian woman. The Amer- 

ican author was travel- 

ing in Belgium at the 

time of the German in- 

vasion, in August, 1914. 

Quite unexpectedly he 

was caught behind the 

lines of the Huns, near 

Louvain. Having heard 

his statement, the Ger- 

man officer recognized 

Dr. Hillis. its truthfulness and sin- 

cerity, and insisted that this American 

scholar should be his guest at the Belgian 

chateau of which he had just taken posses- 

sion. The German had already shot the 

Belgian owner, and one or two of the ser- 

vants who defended their master. To the 

horror and righteous anger of the American, 

the German officer took his place at the 

head of the table, waved th® American to 

his seat, and ordered the young Belgian 

woman to perform her duties as hostess. In 

that tense moment it was a matter of life 

and death to disobey. Half dazed, half 

crazed and wholly broken in spirit, that 

German officer had his way not only with 

the young Belgian wife, but with the Amert- 
can, whom he sent forward to Brussels. 

Phinged into the midst of many duties, 
in connection with Americans and refugees 
who had to be gotten out of Belgium into 
‘England, this author had to put aside tem- 
porarily any plan for the release of that 
young Belgian woman held in bondage. 
Later, when the old Belgian priest and that 
young woman stood at the foot of his bed 
in the hospital in London all the events of 
that terrible hour in the dining room of 
the Belgian chateau returned, and once 
more he lived through that frightful scene. 
The purpose of the visit soon became evi- 
dent. The old Belgian priest stated the 
Problem. He began by saying that God 
alone could take human life since God 
alone could give it. He urged that the sor- 
row of the young woman's presence was 
as nothing in comparison to the loss of her 
soul should she be guilty of infanticide. It 
was the plea of a man who lived for the old 
ideals. His white hair, his gentle face, his 
pure disinterested spirit lent weight to his 
words. Then came the statement of the 
young Belgian woman. She told the Ameri- 
can author of the dreadful days and weeks 
that followed after his departure, that every 
conceivable agony was wrought upon her, 
and that now within a few months she must 
have a child by that wicked German offi- 
cer. She cried out that the very babe 
would be unclean, that it would be born a 
monster, that it was as if she was pring- 
ing into the world an evil thing, doomed 
in advance to direct hell. That every day 
and every hour she felt that poison was 
running through her veins. She turned upon 
the old priest, saying, “You insist that God 
alone gives life! No, no, no! It was a Ger- 
man devil that gave me this life that now 
throbs within my body! Every moment I 
fee! that his life is pollution. German blood 
is poisoned blood. German blood is like 
putrefaction and decay. It soils my inner- 
most life.“ The young woman wept, prayed, 
pleaded, and, finally, in her desperation, 
cried out, “Then I decide for myself! The 
responsibility is mine. I alone will bear it.” 
And out of the hospital she swept with the 
dignity and beauty of the Lady of Sorrows. 

A year later, in Paris, a French judge 
and court cleared the young girl who 
choked to death with a string the babe of 
the German officer who had attacked her. 
Ever since that time all France and Bei- 
gium and the lands where there are refu- 
gees are discussing the questions, ‘‘Where 
does the right lie?“ Or has the French 
mother, cruelly wounded, no right? Has 
this foul thing forced upon her a superior 
right? Which path for the béwildered girl 
leads to peace? Where does the Lord of 
right stand? What chance has a babe born 
of a beast, abhorred and despised when it 
comes into the werld? The women of the 
world alone can answer this question. This 
is a problem to be given over to women as 
judges, defenders and jury.

hington, D. C., July 10.— Senator Hoke 

was badly discomforted this afternoon 
during his speech against the inclusion of 
the prohibition amendment in the supplemen- 
tary agricultural appropriation bill. The 
Georgia senator was arguing that the senate 
rule against including general legislation 
upon an appropriation bill made it improp- 
er to bring in the prohibition legislation as 
a rider on the bill, a position which Ghair- 
man Saulsbury later sustained, but the Geor- 
gian’s inconsistency was forcibly brought 
before the senate by Jones, of Washington, 
who championed the prohibition amendment 
which Smith was opposing. 

Cites Previous Record. 

Jones read from the senate record an in- 
stance in 1916 where-Smith had voted in 
favor of placing general legislation upon the 
postoffice appropriation bill, a case exact- 
ly parallel with the one before the senate 
today, but which found the Georgia senator 
in a different frame of mind. Senator 
Smith was taken completely by surprise and 
it required some effort for him to recover 
sufficiently to resume his argument as one 
of the floor leaders of the forces against 
the prohibition amendment. He called for 
the record and read a list of names of sen- 
ators voting before he could convince him- 
self that the Washington senator had pro- 
duced the goods. The incident created quite 
a ripple of excited interest in the senate. 
On the final vote the senate refused to ac- 
cept the position taken by Senator Smith and 
Chairman Saulsbury, but supported the pro- 
hibition forces. 


Care of Mental Defectives 
By Proper School Training 


(Bridges Smith in Macon Telegraph.) 

An intelligent Georgia lady, one who has 
given the subject much study, and who has 
opportunities for investigation, said the other 
day that just at present one of Georgia's 
greatest needs is a school for that class of 
children known as mental defectives. It is 
said to be a fact that the number of such 
children, for some unknown cause, is increas- 
ing rapidly, and are to be found in almost 
every community, growing up to be a 
menace to society. 


There. are several such children in Macon 
today within the knowledge of the juvenile 
court. One is a white boy only nine years 
old who, while apparently as bright as any 
boy of his age, h&s a homicidal tendency and 
if allowed to run at large would not hesitate 
to inflict injury, or even kill. Another white 
boy, 14 years of age, in a fit of anger not 
long ago tried to throw his mother out of 
a second story window. Only a few days 
ago a little East Macon negro, 8 years old, 
shot a small negro girl. 


The crowded condition of the state san- 
itarium is -such that there is no provision 
nor room for this class of children, and the 
question comes with considerable force to 
the ordinary of the county and the judge of 
the juvenile court as to what shall be done 
with them. The lady quoted says that it 
should be the duty of the legislature to es- 
tablish such a school as is now being es- 
tablished in other states, whereja child may 
be treated and educated at the same time, 
and be given a showing to become a useful 
citizen. 


It is claimed that there is no estimating 
the harm one such child can do in a school 
or neighborhood. Other children cannot ap- 
preciate that a mental defective is not re- 
sponsible for his or her acts, and as a gen- 
eral thing the unfortunate is unusually 
bright in many ways, and thergfore try to 
emulate them. All children, of course there 
are exceptions, prefer the wrong to the right 
and are apt scholars in that which is wrong. 
The smallest child can learn to say bad 
words quicker than the good ones. 


The lady in question is making every 
effort to enlist the members of the legisla- 
ture in the cause, and is praying that among 
the things the present assembly will do be- 
fore it adjourns will be to establish this 
greatly needed school.

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State Wide Compulsory Bill 
Recommended by Commit- 
tee of House After Heated 
Discussion Thursday. 


After a prolonged, and at times heat- 
ed discussion of the bill of Mr. Davis, of 
Laurens, providing for state-wide com- 
pulsory dipping of cattle with a view 
to reeing the state from cattle ticks 
within another year, the house gen- 
eral agriculture committee, No. 1, yes- 
terday afternoon, by a vote of 17 to 
11 decided to recommend the passage 
of the bill. 

In opening the argument for his bill, 
Mr. Davis stated that he had started 
his investigation of the subject as an 
opponent of forcible dipping, it be- 
ing his belief that it was impossible 
to accomplish tick eradication in that 
way and that the method would simply 
cause strife among cattle owners. More 
knowlédge of the subject had convinced 
him that the plan was feasible, and 
that it was the only way in which 
the beef producing resources of the 
state could be developed. ä 

A War Measure New. 

The measure was all the more impor- 
tant now that the war had made max- 
imum food production an essential to 
guccess and that the invasion of the 
boll weevil had compelle dsouth Geor- 
gia farmers to turn their attention to 
food production rather than cotton. 

State Vetererinarian Bahnsen ex- 
plained that experience had shown that 
it was entirely possible to free ab- 
solutely a whole state from the rav- 
ages of the tick, Mississippi and other 
southern states with a larger swamp 
area than Gebdrgia, which had rid 
themselves of the tick, proving that 


large swamp ranges were not — 
erable obstacles to overcoming the 


pest. 

Mr. Bahnsen offered to forfeit $1,000 
to anyone who could give a reasonable 
objection to the proposed law. He 
declared that California had eliminated 
the tick against vastly greater ob- 
stacles as to extent of ranges than 
Georgia has to face. He further stat- 
ed that he could dip 300 cattle in two 
hours by himself at a cost of less than 
half a.cent per annimal dipped. He 
considered it entirely feasible that the 
state, by the enforcement of a state- 
wide dipping law, could rid itself en- 
tirely of the tick evil in a single sea- 
son. 

North Georgia Urges Bill. 

Mr. Cheney, of Cobb, speaking for 
north Georgia counties, which had al- 
ready eliminated the tick and by doing 
so had opened the way to the introduc- 
tion of valuable highly bred cattle, ad- 
vised the opponents of the law from 
south Georgia that tick eradication 
afforded them the only means of de- 
veloping the splendid beef-producing 
resources of their sections, vastly 
greater than those of the northern 
section of the state, by the introduction 
of high-grade animals from his sec- 
tion. 

Opponents of the measure, most of 
whom came from counties in the lower 
section of the state where the ranges 
are largest, developed an amount of 
passion in their discussion of the sub- 
ject rarely witnessed among Georgia 
legislators. Leaders in the opposition 
were Representatives Frohock, of 
Camden, and Roberts, of Echols. 

They went so far as to declare that 
the measure would be regarded as an 
act of confiscation of property by their 
constituents; that it would lead to an 
outbreak of lawlessness amounting,al- 
most of a reign of terror; that it would 
make both life and property unsafe 
for the people dwelling in those re- 
gions. 

They declared that the ranges were 
go large and the cattle so scattered 
and numerous that it would be impos- 
sible to round them up for dipping. -

Washington, July 11.—(Special.)—

cessful effort of Senator Hoke Smith 
on the floor of the senate on yester- 
day, to detach the prohibition amend- 
ment from the agricultural appropria- 
tion bill. 
Senator Smith has heretofore been 
counted as favorable to the measure, 
but when it came up in its order for 
adoption, he aligned himself with 
Senator Boise Penrose, the republican 
senator from “Pennsylvania, in a tech- 
nical attack upon the bill. 
Noses had been carefully counted by 
the prohibition leaders, and when they 
reported that a clear majority of the 
senate had been pledged to support 
the measure, it was placed upon its 
passage. . 
Senator Penrose immediately gained 
recognition by the chair, and made the 
point in order that the prohibition 
amendment was not germane to the 
original bill, and could not, as a gen- 
eral legislative measure, be adopted 
as an amendment to an appropriation 
measure. 
Appeals Chairman’s Decision. 
Senator Saulsbury, of Maryland, who 
was temporarily presiding, sustained 
the point of order made by the senator 
from Pennsylvania, but an appeal from 
his decision was immediately made. 
Senator Hoke Smith took the floor 
and vigorously urged the senate to 
sustain the decision of the chairman, 
insisting that the ruling was proper, 
and that general legislation could not 
be passed as an amendment to an ap- 
propriation bill. 
Senator Jones, of Washington, who 
championed the prohibition amend- 
ment, charged Senator Smith with in- 
consistency, and gained the complete 
attention of the senate by charging

being prepared by nel Pomeroy, 
counsel for Fulton county, is passed by 
the legislature. : 

Commissioners of Fulton and Cobb 
counties, who have always worked to- 
gether for the best interest of the two 
counties, met at the Roswell bridge 
last Monday, the meeting being at the 
suggestion of the Cobb county com- 
missioners, and decided to have Colonel 
Pomeroy draft a bill to give the county 
commissioners of any county in Geor- 
gia the authority to limit the speed of 
a vehicle while crossing a bridge 
said county and to post the amount of 
tonnage that the bridge can safely car- 
ry. The bill also provides that a man 


who goes over a bridge, Wo posted, at a 
higher rate of speed than that thought 
safe or attempts to carry a greater 
amount of tonnage than the amount 
specified, in the event an accident oc- 
curs, cannot hold the county respon- 
sible, but, in turn, if he damages the 
bridge in any way, he must pay the 
county the amount of damages for the 
repairs that are made necessary by his 
carelessness. 

The commissioners feel that this is 
a law that is urgently needed, as so 
many bridges throughout the state are 
of the lattice type, and while they can 
carry a large tonnage under low speed 
they cannot carry the same load under 
great speed.

SHON BY ENGLISHMEN 


Maj. J. Warren Swann Scores 
Mother Who Tried to Keep 
~ Son Out of War. 


* A. Swann, of the Jones-Kennedy 
Furniture company, of Atlanta, has had 
forwarded to him by his siser-in-law, 
Mrs. J. J. Swann, of Austin, TéxXas, a 
most interesting letter from her son, 
Major J. Warren Swann, now doing 
service in France, who retired from the 
army after a long and faithful service 
with our fighting force in the Philip- 
pines during the Spanish-American 
war, but who could not resist the call 
to re-entar the service during the pres- 
ent crisis. 

Among other things he says, writing 
from London, April 17, 1918: 


“I told you about being in several air 
raids and having one bomb dropped on 
the sidewalk by my hotel in London, 
blowing out all my windows and all 
others on that side of the house. It 
must have been a small bomb, or I 
would not be writing to you now. The 
Huns seem to be too much engaged 


‘elsewhere now to spare any planes for 


us, and we have not had any raids for 
some time. The raids we have had 
oem to scare a few nerves ee 
ildre make the popula 

and mane determined, but otherwise 
canot see that they accomplish any- 
thing, except to kill a few non-com- 
batan 


in Critical Stage. 

“Just now the great battle in France 
seems to be in a critical ty but you 
know as much about it as I do, and will 
know more before you get this, as it 
will no doubt have reached and passed 
some sort of crisis by then. 

“You say our own people in Texas 
are already feeling the effects of the 
war. Well, I am not surprised, and I 
hope they are doing everything in their 
power to help it along. The rest of the 
world is looking to us very anxiously 
now, and depending on us as the decid- 
ing factor in the great game, the none 
of the others are holding back to wait 
for us, as the times are too critical 
for that. All other nations are doing all 
that they can and making sacrifices to 
the very limit of their power, almost, 
and I am anxious to see our people 
come in more fully and bring them all 
the relief possible. The ordeal has been 
a terrible one to old England. So far 
she has shown her usual grit and de- 
termination, and is ‘carrying on as 
valiantly at home as at the front. There 
seems to be nothing wrong with her 
courage and fortitude; and I think her 
determination is as unshaken as ever. 
The Germans may do a lot of things in 
France, but any time they stick their 
noses out into the sea they get promptly 
smashed, with England the chief 
smasher. 

“I hope that our people realize that 
this is no time for such silly neises as 
erical-club-boosatin 
methods, but it is a terrible and fatefu 
time for earnest and serious sacrifice, 
such as we have never faced before. 
Any selfishness, holding back, waiting 
for the main chance to profit by pres- 
ent circumstances, or any failure to put 
in the last cent of our money and the 
last ounce of our strength in work and 
sacrifice is a crime that is many times 
rorse than ordinary murder, for it may 
cause the loss of many lives and much 
else that is worth living much more 
than life. 

Do Not Realize Situation. 

“Tt is not enough that our people 
must do when they fully realize the 
seriousness: of the situation. Their 
duty is to ‘fully realize’. now, and not 
to realize now isto shirk, to contribute 
to failure and disaster, to prolong the 
war, increase its cost in life and treas- 
ure, and to help make us play a sorry 
and unworthy part in the great strug- 
gle for human freedom, right and jus- 
tice. But I feel sure that we shall not 
fail to do our part, and that we are not 
so stupid as to fail to realize what Is 
our duty when our own flesh and blood 
is pouring ane. tee eee struggle

manpower and making every man that 
is able-bodied do a man’s work six days 
in the week. 

Mr, Williams, who is manager for the 
southeast of the federal employment 
department, showed conclusively that 
the winning of the war depends upon 
the production and conservation of 


food, and in order to produce it, the 
necessary labor must be obtained with 
which to cultivate and gather it. 

e speaker stated that there are 
now 20,000,000 men who are not at 
work, $8,000,000 of whom are in the 
United States. All must be fed—the 
United States‘is called upon to largely 
bear the burden. The failure, he said, 
to supply sufficient food may lose the 
war, or at least indefinitely prolong 
the day of victory. 

He pictured scenes in France where 
women, who formerly dressed in fin- 
est silks every day, are now plowing 
in the broiling sun. “It is high time,” 
said he, “for the weary willies in this 
country to go to work.” 

He stated that the men are being 
organized in the present campaign and 
very soon all the women of the nation 
are to be organized. 

When the discussions were closed, 
Mr. Williams started the organization 
of the lf-Preservation Loyalty 
league, that is to be extended to every 
county in the state. The perfection of 
the organization was left in the hands 
of Commissioner of Labor Stanley.
